Further  deterioration  of  apple  crops  occurred  in  a  number  of 
European  countries  in  July  and  the  total  apple  crop  in  Europe  is  now 
definitely  expected  to  be  substantially  below  the  large  crop  of  last  year 
and  generally  below  average.  Early  apples  appear  to  be  a  better  crop 
than  late  apples.  Export  prospects  for  American  apples  early  in  the 
season  are  fair  and  indications  are  that  prospects  will  improve  as  the 
season  progresses,  providing  the  quantities  shipped  are  not  excessive. 
(F.  A.  Motz,  fruit  specialist  for  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, 
London . ) 

London  colonial  wool  sales,  fourth  series  for  1938,  closed  July  22 
with  general  tone  of  market  excellent.  Compared  with  closing  cf  preceding 
series  on  May  20,  prices  were  par  to  7.5  percent  lower.  Chief  buyers  of 
msrinos  were  from  France,  Germany,  Switzerland,  and.  Czechoslovakia,  while 
crossbreds  of  all  descriptions  were  taken  mainly  by  British  buyers. 
United  States  buyers  quiet.    (Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor,  London.) 
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Crop  conditions  in  Canadian  Pr airie  provinces 


With  the  harvesting  of  wheat  now  starting  in  Manitoba,  yields  in  the 
Canadian  Prairie  Provinces  will  "be  greatly  influenced  "by  the  development 
and  spread  of  rust  during  the  next  10  days  or  2  weeks,  'it  is  pointed  out 
"by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa.    Non-resistant  varieties 
have  already  sustained  serious  damage  in  southern  and  central  Manitoba, 
"but  in  northern  sections  of  this  Province  and  in  central  Saskatchewan  weath- 
er conditions  so  far  have  tended  to  check  its  spread.    The  area  of  greatest 
potential  damage  from  rust  is  in  central  Saskatchewan,  where  a  large  part 
of  the  wheat  acreage  is  sown  to  susceptible  types.    Warm  dry  weather  in 
Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan  and  high  temperatures  in  Alberta  during  the  past 
2  weeks  retarded  the  late  growth  of  the  crop  and  the  filling  of  grains  but 
hastened  maturity.    Local  hail  losses  and  grasshopper  damage  were  reported 
in  the  first-mentioned  Provinces,  while  a  heavy  storm  injured  the  crop  of 
southeastern  Alberta. 

Conditions  favorable  for  Argentine  wheat  and  flaxseed 

The  seeding  of  wheat  and  flaxseed  in  Argentina  for  the  1938-39  har- 
vests went  forward  under  favorable  weather  conditions  during  the  week 
ended  July  9,  it  was  reported  by  the  Buenos  Aires  office  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics.    Temperatures  were  above  normal,  and  sunshine  and 
dry  weather  helped  to  dry  out  the  corn,  which  had  suffered  from  rains  in 
June. 

Scattered  reports  from  various  parts  of  the  country  confirmed  ear- 
lier indications  of  increases  in  wheat  and  flaxseed  acreages  in  certain 
sections.     It  was  too  early,  however,  to  estimate  the  extent  of  the  ex- 
pansion.    The  early  sown  wheat  of  the  northern  part  of  the  Grain  Belt  was 
reported  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  and  crops  were  making  a  fine  start 
generally.     Some  apprehension  was  felt  on  account  of  weed  growth  and  in- 
sect plagues,  but  they  were  not  serious. 

Increased  wheat  production  reported  for  Japan. 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  total  Japanese  wheat  crop  this 
year  is  placed  at  50,644,000  bushels,  according  to  information  received  by 
the  Shanghai  office,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  from  Consul  General 
Cameron  at  Tokyo.     This  compares  with  50,410,000  bushels  produced  in  1937 
and  the  5-year,  1932-1936  average  of  42,950,000  bushels.    Weather  condi- 
tions were  generally  favorable  for  the  growing  crop. until  late  in  May,  aft- 
er which  time  they  were  somewhat  unfavorable.     Since  excessive  rains  fell 
during  June  over  large  areas  in  certain  districts  where  wheat  was  still 
in  the  fields  and  caused  serious  damage,  the  Shanghai  office  does  not  ex- 
pect the  harvest  this  year  to  exceed  that  of  1937.     The  loss  from  rain 
damage  has  been  unofficially  reported  around  5,000,000  bushels,  including 
that  part  unfit  for  milling. 
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Imports  of  raw  cotton  into  Japan  were  at  a  low  level  during  June, 
according  to  a  report  of  Consul  Krentz  at  Osaka  transmitted  by  radio  "by 
the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     Imports  for 
June  amounted  to  203,500  "bales  of  500  pounds  as  compared  with  292,000 
during  the  previous  month  and  312,000  for  June  1937.     Imports  of  Indian 
cotton  were  seasonally  low  on  account  of  the  limited  foreign  exchange 
permits  for  this  growth.     Exchange  permits  granted  for  Indian  cotton  in 
preceding  months  had  been  relatively  large,  and  the  reduction  in  June  was 
attributed  to  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Japanese  Government  to  rotate 
available  exchange  anong  various  growths.     Chinese  imports  for  the  month, 
amounting  to  63,000  bales,  were  the  highest  in  many  years.     It  is  reported 
that  Brazilian  cotton  imports  are  expected  to  show  an  increase  in  the  near 
future  as  the  result  of  recent  grants  of  permits.

Stocks  of  American  raw  cotton  in  Japanese  mills  and  at  wharves  are 
reported  extremely  low.    No  definite  information  is  available  as  to  the 
plan  that  will  be  followed  during  the  coming  months  in  alloting  import 
permits.     Spinners  have  requested  at  least  2  months'  supplies  of  raw  cot- 
ton based  on  amount  required  for  their  exports  of  the  previous  months  in 
addition  to  a  reserve  supply  to  be  held  under  supervision  for  use  in  event 
export  conditions  should  improve. 

Yarn  production  during  June  continued  to  decline  and  was  the  lowest 
for  any  month  since  August  1933.  The  production  amounted  to  196,402  bales 
of  400  pounds  of  pure  yarn  and  58,915  bales  of  mixed  yarn  as  compared  with 
341,460  bales  of  pure  yarn  and  no  mixed  yarn  in  June  1937. 

Yarn  prices  have  dropped  steadily  since  the  government  announced  the 
abandonment  of  fixed  prices.     Stocks  of  yarn  and  cloth  are  believed  to  be 
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considerably  larger  than  was  anticipated  when  announcement  of  abandonment 
of  price-fixing  was  made.    This  factor,  coupled  with  the  poor  export  de- 
mand, has  resulted  in  the  downward  trend  in  the  market. 

Cloth  exports' during  June  totaled  169,200,000  yards,  as  compared 
with  211,000,000  for  the  same  month  last  year.    Exports  for  the  first  6 
months  of  1938  are  about  15  percent  below  those  for  the  same  months  last 
year,

Estimates  from  trade  sources  in  Japan, 

United  States  apple,  pear,  and  grape  exports  show  increase 

Exports  of  apples  from  the  United  States  totaled  10,957,530  bush- 
els in  the  1937-38  season,  July  to  June,  compared  with  6,754,800  bushels 
in  the  previous  season.    Exports  were  made  up  of  888,725  barrels,  784,282 
baskets,  and  7,507,073  boxes.     The  sharp  increase  in  exports  over  1936- 
37  is  explained  chiefly  by  the  large  apple  crop  in  the  United  States  in 
1937. 

Exports  of  pears  and  grapes  were  the  largest  on  record.  Exports 
of  fresh  pears  amounted  to  2,694,163  bushels  (50  pounds)  compared  with 
2,626,000  bushels  in  1936-37  and  2,693,000  bushels  in  1930-31,  the 
previous  record  year.    Exports  of  fresh  grapes  amounted  to  35,014  short 
tons  against  23,058  tons  in  1936-37.     The  largest  previous  export  was 
24,900  tons  in  1930-31. 

German  hog  numbers  decline 

Hog  numbers  in  Germany,  as  indicated  by  the  census  of  June  3,  1938, 
were  considerably  lower  than  they  were  a  year  earlier.    The  greatest  de- 
cline has  occurred  in  young  slaughter  stock,  which  this  June  numbered  nearly 
2,000,000  less  than  in  June  1937.     Total  breeding  stock,  however,  declined 
but  slightly,  from  1,955,000  to  1,892,000,  and  those  farrowing  exceeded 
comparable  1937  figures  by  14,000  head.    Young  sows,  also,  were  more  numer- 
ous this  year  than  last,  both  in  total  number  and  in  the  number  in  farrcw.
